SEX MESSAGE 


NEW figures show health 
chiefs are winning the battle 
to cut teenage pregnancy in 
some of Banbury's most 
deprived areas. 

The conception rate for those 
aged 15 to 1 7 has fallen from 
103.4 per 1,000 girls to 57 over 
eight years in Grimsbury and 
Castle. 

The rate in Ruscote fell from 
79 to 57 during the same 
period, 2002/04 to 2008/10. 

The county's public health 
chief Dr Jonathan McWilliam 
said: "This work has helped to 
almost halve the teenage 
conception rate in Grimsbury 
and Castle, which is good news. 

"But we won't become 
complacent and will continue 
to work hard to highlight the

advice and support services that 
are available to young people." 

Health improvement principal 
Donna Husband said: "A 
partnership approach, involving 
the NHS, the county council 
and the voluntary sector, about 
giving clear messages about 
contraception has been 
channelled towards certain 
areas of the county where 
teenage pregnancy levels have 
been higher than elsewhere, 
including in Grimsbury and 
Castle. 

"Increasing young people's 
knowledge about their own 
sexual health and how to access 
contraception means that they 
are better protected and clued 


up about safer sex." 

Initiatives include advice at 
Banbury's Early Intervention 
Hub, in Hilton Road, and 
clinics at the Orchard Health 
Centre, Cope Road. 

Pharmacies have also given 
out free emergency hormone 
contraception and free condoms 
through a "C-Card" key-fob 
scheme. 

These have helped see the 
county's conception rate fall 
from 31.4 per 1,000 girls in 
1998 to 22.4 per cent in 2011. 

In 1998 there were 345 
conceptions but this had fallen 
to 254 in 2011. 

Yet about half of the 
conceptions still resulted in 
abortions. 

Dr McWilliam said: "Overall, 
the Oxfordshire under-18 


conception rate is dropping, 
broadly in line with rates in 
England. 

"Oxfordshire has the 12th 
'best' rates for all local 
authorities in the country and 
those local authorities with 
lower rates tend to be smaller 
authorities in leafy shires with 
few areas of disadvantage." 

The figures were welcomed 
by Margaret Cullip, a member 
for Banbury Grimsbury and 
Castle on Cherwell District 
Council. 

She said: "The schools are 
doing an awful lot of work on 
education, so I hope the 
message is getting through. 

"It is great to hear. I hope 
they will continue doing the 
same and will continue to do 
more." 


Supermarket hope 


A PLANNED extension to 
Banbury's Castle Quay 
shopping centre will have a 
supermarket, developers 
have revealed. 

The announcement 
means Cherwell District 
Council has dropped plans 
for a supermarket at a 
redevelopment in Bolton 
Road. 

A planning application is 
to be submitted by the end 
of next month for the Castle 
Quay plan, a bid to extend 
the centre by 25 per cent. 

The scheme would 
include a cinema, shops, 
bars and restaurants and 
could create up to 3,000 
jobs, the Scottish Widows 
Investment Partnership said. 

Discussions were taking 
place with a "high-end" 
food retailer but the 
developer would not reveal 
names. 

The extension would go 
on the north car park, with 
the hotel on the south side 
of the canal. 

It said the supermarket 


"is committed to providing 
free car parking to 
customers visiting its 
flagship Banbury store". 

The developer said: 
"Further car parking 
facilities were being 
considered, in addition to 
the provision already being 
made at ground level for 
the food retailer, in order to 
accommodate the 
additional footfall expected 
at the shopping centre." 

It said the extension 
would be completed by 
2015, if planning 
permission was granted by 
the district council. 

Public consultation 
events will be held next 
month at dates and venues 
to be announced. 

The district council said 
the supermarket it was in 
talks with was now looking 
at the Castle Quay site. 

Spokesman Janet Ferris 
said: "Bolton Road is 
currently earmarked for 
retail/commercial 
development, but we are 



not currently in negotiation 
with any supermarkets for 
this site." 

The news comes after 
Scottish Widows launched a 
High Court challenge over an 
out-of-town retail park - to 
include a Marks & Spencer - 
near Junction 11 of the M40. 

The judicial review - also 
backed by Banbury Cross 
Retail Park - is over plans for 
a retail park at motorsport 
firm Prodrive, which would 
move to a site in Wildmere 
Industrial Estate.

The group campaigns to keep services 
at the Horton General Hospital. 

It has campaigned to keep maternity 
services and is currently calling for the

New powers allow fines 


for benefit-claim errors 


BENEFIT claimants face 
fines for giving incorrect or 
incomplete information 
after Cherwell District 
Council took on new

powers. 

The £50 penalties will be for 
claimants who negligently make 
an incorrect statement or give 
incorrect information. 

Those who fail to provide 
required information or fail to 
notify a change in 
circumstances also face fines. 

The authority is the first in 
Oxfordshire to take on powers 
allowed under the 2012 Welfare 
Reform Act. 

It hopes the fines will tackle 
the millions it has overpaid to 
housing and council tax 
reduction scheme claimants. 


In the last financial year, 
some £982,783 was overpaid 
and some £2.4m in the previous 
two years. 

More than 7,000 people 
claim benefits and the council 
last year paid out a total of 
£45.7m. 

While 15 prosecutions 
recovered £196,534 last year, 
the council hopes the new 
powers will clamp down on 
mistakes by claimants. 

Lead member for financial 
management Ken Atack said: 
"We want to make sure that the 
correct amount of benefit goes 
to those who are entitled. 

"To do that we're reinforcing 
the message that claimants are 


personally responsible for 
keeping their claim records 
correct and up to date. 

"The new civil penalties do 
not apply to fraud cases, which 
the council's investigation team 
will continue to deal with 
separately." 

The new fines will only apply 
to overpayments after October 1 
last year, must be more than 
£150 and overpayments over a 
month. 

Council spokesman Jemma 
Callow said: "Any fine income 
generated will be used to offset 
the cost of the council's fraud 
service, ensuring that we focus 
on reducing budgets to protect 
our front-line services and 
keeping our council tax rates 
frozen."

Homes get go-ahead 


PLANS for almost 1,000 homes 
have been approved by 
councillors. 

Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee passed the 
four schemes last Thursday. 

They include 350 homes off 
Warwick Road, north of 
Hanwell Fields, and 510 at 
Hardwick Farm, east of Southam 
Road, including a primary 
school. 

A further 90 were approved 


opposite the Southam Road site, 
north of Dukes Meadow Drive, 
and up to 44 on the playing field 
of Banbury Academy, Ruskin 
Road, to help pay for improved 
sports facilities. 

All will need further 
permission for design and 
layout. 

But the committee threw out 
plans for 65 homes at Milton 
Road, Adderbury, and 60 off 
Quarry Close, Bloxham.

The council is seeking a compulsory 
purchase order to force the sale of the 
boarded-up building for 40 affordable 
flats from Slighte Limited. 

Local government secretary Eric Pickles 
will make a decision following a public 
inquiry. 

Cherwell Community Land Trust, a not- 
for-profit organisation which promotes

housing, has launched the petition. 

Chairman Sheena Gow said: "Crown 
House has stood empty for more than two 
decades and it is a major eyesore and 
magnet for rough sleepers and antisocial 
behaviour." 

She said: "At a time when there is a 
great need for housing across Cherwell 
how can we justify prominent buildings 
being left vacant when there is an 
opportunity to provide homes for 
residents?" 

At present, there are 3,724 people on 
the housing register. 


The petition will be at locations 
including Banbury Tourist Information 
Centre, Lakeside Superbowl and Sweet 
Celebrations in Church Lane. 

The council hopes the development - 
for one and two-bedroom flats - will help 
it tackle its affordable housing waiting list. 

The petition will be given to the 
council ahead of the public inquiry on 
September 3 and 4 at the council's White 
Post Lane, Bodicote HQ, which the 
public can attend.

Call to stem the 
rise in county's 
STD figures

HEALTH campaigners have 
called for more screening and 
better education after a rise in 
sexually transmitted diseases in 
the county. 

Statistics from Public Health 
England show cases of gonorrhoea 
in Oxfordshire rose from 93 in 
2011, to 157 last year. Cases of 
herpes rose to 313 from 298, and 
cases of syphilis increased to 22 
from six. 

The figures show that there were 
4,844 cases of sexual transmitted

diseases (STDs). 

The most common sexual disease 
was chlamydia, with 1,647 
diagnoses reported. 

Grace Hinde, from the Terrence 
Higgins Trust sexual health charity, 
said more investment was needed to 
improve sex education at schools 
and also to increase sex disease 
screening campaigns. 

She said: "Until we see a decline 
in these figures, it shows work still 


needs to be done. We need more 
local investment across the country." 

She warned that some STDs 
could be serious enough to cause 
infertility. 

The rise in the number of 
gonorrhoea cases could be put 
down to a new strain that had 
emerged which was resistant to 
some drugs. 

Oxfordshire GP Prit Buttar, a 
family doctor since 1991, said: "As 
long as I have been in medicine, I 
cannot remember a time when we 
haven't been told the numbers are 
going up. 

"It is always a disappointment 
when people fall ill for avoidable 
reasons. But humans are humans. 
They will do irrational things. There 
is nothing more like alcohol or sex 
to make people act irrationally." 

The organisation said the STD 
rates in the area suggested too many 
people were putting themselves at 
risk through unsafe sex. 

Dr James Mapstone, interim 
director of the Thames Valley Public 
Health England Centre, said: "There 
have been significant improvements 
in screening in recent years, 
particularly for gonorrhoea and 
chlamydia among young adults and 
men who have sex with men. We 
are diagnosing and treating more 
infections than ever before. 

"However, this data shows too 
many people are continuing to have 
unsafe sex, putting themselves at 
risk of STDs and the serious 
consequences associated with 
infection, including infertility. 

"Ongoing investment in 
programmes to increase sexual 
health awareness, condom use and 
testing, particularly for groups at 
most risk, is vital."

Plea for patient transport to use bus 


A CALL for non-emergency 
ambulances to be able to 
use bus lanes has been 
rejected by county council 
chiefs. 

Campaign group Patient 
Voice had asked that 
vehicles transporting 
patients should be allowed 
to use the restricted lanes 
to allow quicker trips. 

But Oxfordshire County 
Council has said that it is 
not planning to take the 
idea forward. A county 
council spokesman said: 
“The council received a

request from Patient Voice, 
asking to allow bus lane 
usage by non-emergency 
patient transport vehicles. 

“Although this issue has 
been raised previously, 
there is no clause in the 
relevant bus lane 
regulations that would 
allow this. 

“Permission could only 
be permitted after a period 
of extensive, and probably 
expensive, public

consultation - which would 
be needed to alter the 
regulations. 

“We understand that the 
proposed change would 
benefit users of non¬ 
emergency transport, but 
we have to prioritise 
schemes within our limited 
resources, so we won’t 
currently be taking this idea 
forward.” South Central 
Ambulance Service’s 
Dianna Ball, said: “While it’s 


disappointing that this 
matter is not a priority for 
the council, we will 
continue to work towards a 
positive outcome.” 

She confirmed that the 
ambulance service would 
continue to seek 
permission to use the bus 
lanes in the future. 

Patient Voice chairman 
Jacqueline Pearce-Gervis 
said she was 
“disappointed” with the 
decision, and called on the 
council to review its 
decision. 


More 
drivers 
needed 
to ferry 
patients 


A DROP in the number of 
volunteer ambulance drivers 
across Oxfordshire has 
sparked a plea for more 
help. 

The county's 28 volunteer car 
drivers for the South Central 
Ambulance Service have driven 
19,800 trips over the last year. 

But in the last three years the 
number of volunteers in 
Oxfordshire has dropped from 
45, in 2010, to 28 this year. 

They take patients to and 
from outpatient appointments as 
part of the ambulance service's 
non-emergency patient transport 
service. 

Senior operations manager at 
the patient transport service,

Dianna Ball, said: "Often the 
treatment the patients are 
having puts them under 
significant stress. 

"To offer them a car that takes 
them from their home to their 
appointment has a big impact - 
helping them with their 
condition. 

Ms Ball said that most 
volunteers were either semi- 
retired or retired. 

She said: "I think the drop in 
volunteer numbers is the result 
of people having to work longer 
into retirement than they used 
to."

Volunteer driver Alan Evans 
and his partner, Stella Gardner, 
have been volunteering for 13 
and eight years respectively.

"Unfortunately some are 
living on borrowed time, having 
to undergo radiotherapy or 
chemotherapy to help them 
prolong their life. 

"At the end of their treatment, 
a lot of them write cards 
thanking drivers for making their 
journeys joyful. 

"I meet some lovely people 
and always try to put a smile on 
their face. 


"I wouldn't like to guess the 
number of people I have driven 
over the years - thousands 
probably." 

Retired secretary Ms Gardner 
said: "Being a volunteer 
ambulance car driver, regularly 
taking patients for dialysis or 
radiotherapy, makes you grateful 
for your own health. 

"And it's good to know that 
you're making a difference, 
making it easier for them to 
travel to and from 
appointments."

Business leaders greet drop in jobless figures 


TE1E number of people claiming 
unemployment benefit in Oxfordshire has 
fallen to its lowest level in six months. 

Latest figures from the Office for National 
Statistics show there were 6,471 people 
claiming Jobseeker's Allowance in the 
county in May, the smallest number since 
last November and the third successive 
monthly drop. 

Business leaders have welcomed the 
figures as a sign of continuing economic 
recovery in the county. 


Margaret Coles, chairman of the 
Oxfordshire branch of the Federation of 
Small Businesses, said: "There is definitely 
more confidence in the local economy than 
a year ago. We are certainly seeing some 
green shoots of recovery. 

"People's order books are fuller and firms 
are also taking on apprentices, which must 
be having an impact on the figures." 

The statistics also show the number of 
people signing on fell by 357 compared to 
the April figures. There are now 824 fewer 


people claiming benefit in the county than 
at the same time last year. 

The district with the biggest annual fall in 
claimants is Cherwell where there are 302 
fewer people on the dole than at the same 
time last year. The area with the lowest 
number of claimants is West Oxfordshire, 
where there are 864. 

Nationally, the figure dropped by 8,600 
to 1.5m while total unemployment, 
including those not on benefit, shrank by 
5,000 to 2.5m. 
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Threat to 
our ancient 
trees

Acute oak decline 


MOST of Oxfordshire's ancient trees are 
at risk from pests and diseases, it has been 
claimed. 

The Woodland Trust has said there are at least 
15 pests and diseases - including ash dieback - 
which pose a threat to the 1,200 trees in 
Oxfordshire listed on its ancient tree register. 

Some of these trees are more than 1,000 
years old. 

With trees now in leaf, the trust has called on 
local people to stay alert for signs of diseases. 

Austin Brady, head of conservation at the 
trust, said: "Losing some trees to diseases and 
pests is all part of life and death 
in the forest, but to lose our 
precious ancient trees would be 
terrible. 

"These huge stalwarts have 
taken centuries to grow and their 
loss would just be devastating, not 
only for the landscape but also for 
the environment. 

"We need the public to help by 
getting into the great outdoors, 
looking at trees and checking 
them for signs of disease, so we 
have as accurate a picture of the 
situation as possible." 

The trust estimates that more

than 800 of Oxfordshire's ancient trees are at 
risk from diseases such as ash dieback, 
chestnut blight and acute oak decline. 

Its ancient tree register lists 115,000 
specimens.

111: We are hitting 
our targets now 


OXFORDSHIRE'S new non¬ 
emergency medical hotline 
- 111 - just missed hitting 
Government performance 
targets but is getting better 
day by day. 

The service was rolled out in 
Oxfordshire in September and 
provides triage, advice and 
information to patients on non 
life-threatening issues. 

It replaced NHS Direct and 
allows people to book out-of- 
hours GP appointments and 
dispatch ambulances for 
patients. 

The Government's target was 
to answer 95 per cent of calls 
within 60 seconds. Oxfordshire 
managed 90 per cent, between 
September and May. 

The service is commissioned 
by the GP-led Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(OCCG) and run by South 
Central Ambulance Service 
(SCAS). 

Oxfordshire joint health 
overview and scrutiny 
committee called in the

provider and commission to 
answer questions at a meeting 
last week. 

OCCG associate director of 
strategy and governance 
Catherine Mountford said: "As a 
service, at the beginning, we 
did struggle. But there has been 
a significant improvement, 
particularly in March, April and 
May. 

"The majority of the time now 
we are hitting, and often 
exceeding, that 95 per cent 
target." 

She said the situation was 
monitored on a daily basis. The 
Government required 
commissioners to bring in the 
new 111 telephone service by 
April 1, but Oxfordshire 
adopted the service earlier than 
other areas. Some areas have 
still not adopted the service, so 
a national average for 
performance is not yet available. 

Between the launch, on

September 18 last year, and 
May 13, the service answered 
11 6,838 calls in Oxfordshire. 
Of these: 

■ Six per cent resulted in an 
ambulance being dispatched. 
The national expectation was 
that up to ten per cent would 
require ambulances. 

■ Three per cent were advised 
to attend A&E departments. 

I 47 per cent were directed to 
primary care, such as a GP or 
an out-of-hours service. 


■ 39 per cent were managed on 
the phone and required no 
further action. 

A patient survey in February, 
when 196 people were quizzed, 
found 84 per cent were happy 
with the service and 89 per cent 
would recommend it to friends 
and family. 

At the meeting, Susanna 
Pressel said that, given the 111 
services was profit-making, 
OCCG had "done very well" to 
use SCAS. 

She added: "We know on the 
national level people are saying 
they have lost confidence in the 
whole system, which is such a 
shame. 

"If one area performs badly, 
people think the whole system 
is bad." 

Nationally, 111 had been 
criticised for manning phones 
with untrained staff, a lack of 
staff, long delays in answering 
calls and computer problems. 

The service was also blamed 
for causing a rise in people 
using A&E departments across 
the country.

I n the 35 years since Christopher 
Reeve took flight as Superman, 
the iconic hero has been laid to 
rest in a best-selling DC Comics 
storyline, endured teen angst in the 
long-running TV series Smallville, 
and stumbled in the 2006 
blockbuster Superman Returns. 

Last year, Batman, another DC 
Comics stalwart, hung up his cowl 
in the conclusion to Christopher 
Nolan's award-winning Dark Knight 
trilogy, so the time has come to 
resurrect Krypton's prodigal son. 

Nolan's fingerprints as producer 
and storyline co-writer are evident 
on every digitally enhanced frame 
of Zack Snyder's film.

Leading scientist Jor-El (Russell 
Crowe) escapes the melee and 
despatches his only son, Kal-El, to 
Earth with the help of wife, Lara 
(Ayelet Zurer). 

"He'll be an outcast, a freak. 
They'll kill him!", she weeps. 

"He'll be a god to them," Jor-El 
assures her. 

With the child safe, Zod and his 
accomplices are captured and 
banished to the Phantom Zone. 

Light years away, farmers 
Jonathan and Martha Kent (Kevin 
Costner, Diane Lane) raise the 
crash-landed infant and christen 
him Clark. 

From an early age, Clark (played 
by Cooper Timberline and Dylan 
Sprayberry) realises he is different 
from the other children in 
Smallville. 

He leaves home to seek his 
destiny and many years later, Clark 
(now played by Henry CaviII) is 
tracked down by plucky Daily 
Planet reporter Lois Lane (Amy 
Adams).

Man admits 
burglaries 

■ A THIEF who admitted a 
string of Oxfordshire 
burglaries has had his 
sentencing postponed. Danny 
Lane, of The Beeches Mobile 
Home Park, Old London 
Road, Chipping Norton, 
pleaded guilty to seven 
domestic break-ins and four 
car thefts.

We must work together, 
says new police chief 


THE new head of the county's 
police has asked people to 
work with his officers to help 
beat crime in Oxfordshire. 

New Assistant Chief Constable 
Chris Shead said residents needed 
to trust and talk to officers to help 
Thames Valley Police learn more 
about what criminals were up to. 

He said: "Policing is something 
everybody has to get behind. It 
needs people to talk to the police, 
tell us what's going on. 

"I would also say work with us. 
Trust in us. We are there to help 
assist you. 

"It's a joint effort. We cannot do 
it on our own. We need the help of 
everybody in the county." 

ACC Shead's main responsibility 
is operations for both the Thames 
Valley and Hampshire forces. This 
role puts him in charge of large 
police operations surrounding big 
events, including music festivals. He 
is also in charge of roads policing, 
firearms, and the police horse and 
dog units. 

Last month, seven members of an 
organised gang were convicted of 
grooming and sexually abusing

vulnerable girls as young as 11 in 
Oxfordshire. The abuse lasted for 
eight years, despite some of the 
victims reporting it to police and 
social services. 

ACC Shead said the "complex" 
and "challenging" Operation 
Bullfinch investigation had taught 
the force the importance of working 
together with social workers and 
schools. 

He said: "As a professional 
organisation, we strive to learn from 
an experience, whether it be good 
or bad." 

And he said the force had done 
well to achieve the convictions. 

The ACC said crime-fighting 
priorities in the county were the 
same as across in the region - as 
laid out in Police and Crime 
Commissioner Anthony Stansfeld's 
police and crime plan. The four-year 
plan is aimed at seeing domestic 
burglaries and violent crimes 
against individuals fall by two per 
cent. 

But he said a challenge for 


policing in Oxfordshire was the 
"sheer size" of the county. He 
added: "There is a big rural 
community in Oxfordshire. There is 
a lot of country areas, a lot of areas 
to police geographically." 

He said he wanted to see a 
bigger police presence in those 
rural areas, as thieves targeting 
farms was a concern. He said: "It is 
something I will be keeping a keen 
eye on." 

ACC Shead joined the force in 
2006 having worked for the 
Metropolitan Police and the Police 
Service of Northern Ireland. 

He was the chief superintendent 
heading up the joint operations unit 
for the Thames Valley and 
Hampshire since 2011 and was also 
the commander for West Berkshire, 
Slough, and the former Basic 
Command Unit in Berkshire West. 

He took over from John 
Campbell, who is now ACC for 
Crime and Counter Terrorism, after 
Helen Ball left to join the 
Metropolitan Police in November. 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
said: "I am delighted to welcome 
Chris to the chief officer team."
